TOKYO, Jan. 15 — (UP) — The 
cabinet announced tonight that 
a 
long awaited statement of imperial 
policy toward China would be issu­ 
ed at noon Sunday (10 p. m. Sat­ 
urday EST). 
Before 
the announcement, 
24 
generals of the imperial army con­ 
ferred with Gen. Gen Sugiy ama, 
war minister, and cabinet mini­ 
sters met with leaders of the im­ 
perial headquarters—the supreme 
supervisory war council. 
It was reported that China has 
failed to accept peace terms sub­ 
mitted secretly by Japan and that, 
in consequence, the government 
felt there was no alternative to 
intensification of military action. 
It seemed quite clear now that 
through the medium of the Ger­ 
man ambassadors to China and 
Japan, the Chinese and Japanese 
governments had exchanged peace 
terms. China, it was indicated 
strongly , had failed even to reply 
to the last statement of Japanese 
terms. 
To Walt No Longer 
Usually well informed quarters 
expressed belief that the govern­ 
ment had decided to wait no long­ 
er for the Chinese reply but to 
publish soon, perhaps today, a for­ 
mal statement to the nation and 
the world on its policy and coinci- 
dently to work urgently toward 
crushing Chinese resistance at the 
earliest possible time. 
Cabinet ministers and the lead­ 
ers of the imperial headquarters 
conferred throughout the day. 
But the secret meeting at the 
war office was generally tak en as 
disclosing what was going to hap­ 
pen. 
The generals called in were 
the senior officers of the imperial 
army , and the meeting was one of 
unusual moment. 
The Domei News agency , whose 
dispatches in such instances are 
often of semi-official inspiration, 
said 
that 
the. cabinet-imperial 
headquarters conference resulted 
in agreement that China still was 
“recalcitrant” and that therefore: 
“The government is compelled 
to proceed with resolute enforce­ 
ment of a policy for attainm ent of 
its ultimate objective of securing 
peace in East Asia.” 
This could mean only the con­ 
centration of 
e v pry national effort 
on winning the war as soon as 
possible and ousting the

“ BRASS TACKS" ON THE SUNDAT SCHOOL LESSON 


By DR. ALVIN E. BELL 
(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
J an. 16 is Mark 1:14-28 , the 
Golden Text being Mark 1:15, 
“ The time is fulfilled, and the 
kingdom of God is at hand: 
repent ye, and believe in the 
gospel.” ) 


“ GOD BURIES the workmen, 
but he carries forward the work.” 
“ Now after J ohn was delivered 
up, 
J esus 
came 
into 
Galilee, 
preaching the gospel of God.” For 
a year J esus had been busy at his 
ministry in J udea. This has been 
called “ the year of obscurity.” Its 
record, found only in J ohn 1:19 - 
4:42, belongs between verses 13 
and 14 of Mark’s first chapter, 
where Mark begins his account of 
“ the year of popularity” , of J esus’ 
Galilean ministry. 
As J ohn goes, 
J esus comes. Both have their part 
in the plan of God. 
It is some­ 
thing for us to remember when 
death removes our loved ones. Let 
us then look for J esus 
as 
he 
“ comes preaching the pospel of 
God.” 
It was a grief-burdened, 
sin-cursed world into which J esus 
came, bringing as God’s remedy 
for all humanity’s needs nothing 
but “ the gospel of God.” 
What 
confidence he had in the power of 
that gospel, to remake a troubled 
world “ J esus came preaching the 
gospel of God, and saying, 'The 
time is fulfilled and the kingdom 
of God is at hand repent ye, and 
believe in the gospel.” 
Authority in Realm of Devotion 
One word stands out in this les­ 
son as expressing the impression 
J esus made by his 
words 
and 
works; it is the word “ authority” . 
“ He taught them as having au­ 
thority” and “ with authority he 
commandeth 
even 
the 
unclean 
spirits, and they obey him.” He 
wielded this same authority in the 
realm of human devotion wher­ 
ever men opened their hearts to 
his love. “ Come ye after me, and 
I will make you to become fishers 
of men. 
And straightway they 
left the nets, and followed him.” 
Thus Simon Peter and Andrew 
yielded to the winsome authority 
of his loving appeal. 
“ And go­ 
ing on a little further, he saw 
J ames the son of Zebedee, and 
J ohn 
his 
brother. . . . And 
straightway he called them and 
they left their father Zebedee in 
the boat with the hired servants, 
and went after him” . 
How far? 
J ames to the scaffold in J erusa­ 
lem; Peter to the cross in Rome; 
J ohn to exile in Patmos!

what colossal characters he made 
these plain fishermen to become. 
Never would they have boasted 
that they were “ self-made men” I 
Their Mauster literally “ made them 
to become” all they ever were.

“ And t|iey go into Capernaum; 
and straightway on the sabbath 
day he entered into the syna­ 
gogue and taught. And they were 
astonished at his teaching for he 
taught them as having authority, 
and not as the scribes.” 
He was 
not mouthing over the teaching 
of other teachers of whom he 
learned. 
“ Verily, verily, 
I 
say 
unto you,” was the keynote of his 
authority as he taught the people 
about God and heaven. 
He spoke 
with the same authority as he ad­ 
dressed the 
realm 
of 
demons: 
“ J esus rebuked him, saying. Hold 
thy peace, and come out of him. 
And the unclean spirit, tearing 
him and crying with a loud voice 
came out of him. And they were 
all amazed, . . . saying, What 
is this?

I the unclean spirits, and they obey 
! him!” 
Are we yielding to his 
benificent authority as he says to 
us. “ Repent ye, and believe!”

375,000 stockholders, Chairman Alfred 
P. Sloan gives his views on “technological 
progress” and the best way of capitalizing 
such progress. 
The biggest business problem today, he 
holds, is that of the industrial workers. 
Accordingly as 
they 
prosper, 
business 
prospers. 
Thus the wages they earn and 
the prices they pay are important to every­ 
body. 
The most important thing is the 
relation of wages to prices. 
“If to increase wages means to increase 
selling price,” he says, “little is gained and 
perhaps much is lost. 
To increase wages, 
and at the same time to maintain, or still 
better, reduce selling prices, is the true 
road to more things for more people— to a 
higher standard of living.” 
Mr. Sloan therefore takes pride in the 
fact that the automotive industry, while 
raising hourly wages 18 percent in the last

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HOLLYWOOD MONOPOLY TARGET 
ASHINGTON — Barring some unfore­ 
seen hitch, Hollywood is the next to 
be tagged “it” iii the Administration’s 
drive against monopolies. 
The decision to tackle the big movie 
distributors and producers was no sudden 
one. 
They have been under quiet scrutiny 
by the Justice Department for nearly a 
year. 
Cause of the inquiry was numerous 
complaints by independent theatre oper­ 
ators 
that 
the 
big 
distributors 
were 
discriminating against them by refusing to 
let them have “first run” pictures. 
These 
new feature films are given to theatres 
owned or controlled by the big boys, and 
the independents are left out on the limb. 
In moving on the Hollywood moguls, 
the Justice Department reversed its previ­ 
ous policy toward them. 
For many years, 
the Department had an arrangement with 
“Czar” Will Hays whereby complaints 
against the industry were referred to him 
for adjustment. 
But when trust-busting 
Bob Jackson was made head of the Anti- 
Monopoly Division he put an end to this 
I'nder Jackson a complaint is handled 
as the basis for possible legal action. 
There have been no soft-pedalling out-of- 
court negotiations. 
The suit against the movie satraps may 
I introduce a new anti-monoply technique. 
I In view of Judge Geiger’s dismissal of a 
Milwaukee grand jury just as it was about 
•to voice on indictments against the Big 
Three motor makers, government lawyers 
may sidestep a grand jury altogether. 
Instead, they would take the movie case 
slow and the gain in workers’ purchasing directly to a federal court with a request 
for an injunction against alleged mono­ 
polistic practices. 
Some of the government legalists advo­ 
cate an even more drastic course, namely 
an injunction requiring the producers to 
get rid of their movie houses.

Visibility has been sacrificed to an alarm­ 
ing degree.”

342 more than Mr. B rehm er fig­ 
ures, wTh at will become of the ex­ 
tra $10,342.

E lectric Co., a t the end of IO 
years will claim the “wooden pole 
boulevard system ” for which they 
collected $4500. In other words, if 
the electricity cost is $8000 for 
IO years then the C. & S. O Elec­ 
tric Co., will be paid tile difference 
or $14,842 for 
those 
‘‘beautiful 
wmoden poles, wires, etc.”

doubt then the next contract the 
city would ha^e to pay $14,842 for 
the pole system all over again. 
The city can buy the most a ttra c ­ 
tive boulevard system to be had 
for m uch less than $14,842 and it 
will belong to the city of Circle­ 
ville, No doubt there will come a 
time when the city can buy cur­ 
ren t by m eter from some company, 
if not then the city can build their 
own M unicipal plant. 
I am in favor of a neat iron pole 
boulevard system with up to the 
m inute lights, as used 
in 
wide 
aw ake cities, provided electricity 
can lie had at a reasonable rate 
and old light hills are paid. The 
Council was in too great a hurry 
(a fte r they visited the 
Village, 
Hillsboro) to enter into a $79,- 
142.00 contract w ith the C. & S. O. 
E lectric Co. They visited that Vil­ 
lage, N ovem ber 16th and by hold­ 
ing special m eetings the $79,000
